This is a response to the Applicant's Appeal filed on September 22, 2008. 
Claims 1-29 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Applicant's invention is directed to a cross-platform single sign-on system for 
sharing data across computers wherein authentication and non-authentication data are 
stored in a data registry. This enables users to have several instances of their own 
computing environment on other platforms that host the same local applications. 
Applicant's arguments presented in the Appeal Brief filed 9/22/08 that the combination 
of Roberts (6295551 ) in view of Satyavolu (7225464) do not teach "local applications" 
but instead are directed to remote web pages are persuasive. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
